A hint: if you set your mind on 
going next year, get your reservations in 
with a motel now -- thousands who attend 
make their reservations for the following 
year before they leave Dayton this year. 


FOR YOU WHO MONTTOR AIRCRAFT RADIO 


Any non-pilot who listens to the 
radio chatter during an instrument flight 
situation is probably wondering what is 
being said - have they been exposed to a 
"flower of Babel" replay? Just like other 
specialized occupational groups, airmen 
and controllers have a unique language. 
Many of you listen to aircraft frequen- 
cies; here are a few examples: 


Negative and Affirmative - easier to 
understand over the radio than No or Yes. 


Alternate - the airport you've planned to 
land at if weather makes your original 
destination unsafe for landing. Sometimes 
it, too, becomes unsafe - that's when 
life gets more interesting right away as 
the fuel gauge dips toward "E", 


ATC - Air Traffic Control; a federal 
facility engaged (you hope as you're in 
the clouds) in directing and controlling 
aircraft in controlled airspace. Today 
it's grossly overworked and understaffed. 


cavU - a term for Ceiling and Visibility 
Unlimited; usually means clear or 
scattered clouds with 10 miles or better 
visibility. Seldom the weather my char- 
ter trips were scheduled in, 


Cell - used with weather radar reports; 
it refers to a likely thunderstorm;

pilots who have a strong desire to attain 
retirement make it a rule to fly around 


reported cells. 


Center - an Air Route Traffic Control 
Genter; since "deregulation" usually a 


place where very perceptive, intelligent 
people remain calm when conditions in the 
air and on the ground about them make 
panic a more reasonble action for most. 


Cleared for Approach - authority to 
execute an approach to the destination 
airport. Especially welcome words after 
prolonged flight in instrument weather 
conditions and low fuel gauges. 


Over the Marker - may be an inner, middle 
or outer marker; each is a highly direc- 
tional 75 MHz radio beam aimed vertically 
upward in line with, and off the end of, 
the instrument landing runway to provide 
the pilot with his precise location in 
distance from the runway touchdown point 
on approach to land, The inner marker 
(nearest. to runway) transmits a series of 
dots; the middle marker transmits altern- 
ate dots and dashes; the outer marker 
(most distant from runway, usually 4 to 7 
miles) transmits a series of dashes. When 
Morse code never sounded finer to a tired 
pilot after a long day or night flight. 


Fix - No, not a drug! It's a very 
definite geographical location determined 
by radio navigation instruments or by 
radar so you'll know where you are, and 
so you can report over or passing the 
"€ix" to the controller upon his/her 
request. 


Heading - The direction in which the 
airplane is headed. In the U.S. it's 
always magnetic, not true, direction. 


Holding - A means of keeping a plane at 
some specific point in the air, usually 
by performing a "racetrack" flight path 
over an "intersection" where radio beams 
cross and establish a "fix" point. 


Squawk Ident - What the radar 
controller asks for from the pilot when 
he wants the aircraft transponder keyed 


to transmit a signal and put a distinct 
blip on the radar screen, A "must have" 
item almost everywhere today. 


Missed Approach - Maneuver the pilot must 
execute if he can't clearly see the run- 
way when at a prescribed height above the 
runway environment. Plain language in- 
terpretation: "full throttle" and get up 


and out; plowing into solid objects at 
or near airports is not conducive to 
pilot or passenger longevity. 


Over and out - Used by a few jet jockeys 
who've been listening to ch, 19 or watch- 
ing too many TV detective shows. This 
kind may also be wearing helmet, goggles 
or scarf (or all three)! 


Kill the rabbit - Slang term called out 
by pilots when they want the Runway 
Alignment Indicator Lights (that "ball of 
fire" you see flashing toward the runway) 
turned down to prevent being blinded when 
on final approach for touchdown. 


Roger ~ Used to indicate full under- 
standing of a radio transmission; also 
useful (with ample volume) when answering 
a bartender to let everyone in earshot 
know you're a pilot. 


Stand by - pilot's reply to any inquiry 
from Air Traffic Control when he's flying 
behind the airplane and either isn't 
prepared for or can't think of the cor- 
rect answer. 


Track ~ Sometimes the path of the 
airplane across the ground; more often 
a path of steel rails fastened to wooden 
crossties and used for reliable airplane 
navigation. Also used by long railroad 
trains. 


What in H__1 am I doing here? - Almost 
always the first question I asked myself 
when flying near a thunderstorm or squall 
line. 


And that's the lesson for today on 


aviation radio terminology, friends. Un- 
til next time -- adios...73, from NACIX.

My 
efforts this summer will be to finish the 
antenna projects, interrupted by last 
winter, sof will have antenna capability 
on all bands through 10 GHz. My interest 
extends to building ham equipment and 
test gear so the antenna prosect 
completion will generate several new 
transceiver prosects tor next winter. 


Wy wife, Diane, and I have started a 
small part time busin ervicing 
communications equipment including haa 
gear. This 1s a new venture (not really, 
I ye been in this business before) and 
will be operated on a part tine basis 
until it builds up.
